Charleston, W. Va., March l l —The 
West Virginia legislature ratified the 
Federal 
suffrage 
amendment 
late 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 
Final action 
on the amendment was taken by the 
Senate in adopting the ratification re­ 
solution of the House of Delegates by 
a vote of 16 to 14. 
The vote of Senator Jesse A. Bloch, 
of 
Wheeling, 
who made a 
hurried 
trip from California to vote on the 
amendment was 
effectual in 
break­ 
ing the deadlock between pro and 
anti-suffrage forces. 
Senator A. R 
Montgomery 
was not 
permitted 
to 
vote, his seat having 
been declared 
vacant. 
Fought to Last Ditch 
The 
final 
vote 
on the 
Anthony 
amendment was taken at 6:15 o’clock 
in the Senate after one of the most 
dramatic sessions 
ever witnessed 
in 
either house of the legislature. 
For 
several 
hours suffrage leaders and 
their opponents fought in an effort to 
gain a definite advantage. 
Each step 
by either party was hotly contested — 
anti-suffrage forces determined to off­ 
set their opponents victories in keep­ 
ing the legislature in session, and the 
suffragists confident of gaining a ma­ 
jority to ratify, by the vote of Sena­ 
tor Bloch, who had rushed 
nearly 
across a continent for the occasion. 
Crowded galleries were kept in or­ 
der with difficulty as each phase of 
the battle apparently swung in favor 
of one side.or the other. 
At first, 
occupants of the galleries took more 
interest in the Wheeling senator, who 
was regarded a3 a considerable sen­ 
sation by the West Virginians owing 
to his 
importance and the end for 
which the suffrage forces had brought 
him to Charleston. Shortly, however, 
interest in the senator was thrown in­ 
to the background due to issues fea­ 
turing the contest. 
These included 
the action of the Senate in declaring 
vacant the seat of Senator A. R. Mont­ 
gomery, depriving him of the vote 
which would have defeated 
ratifica­ 
tion and the taking up and adopting 
of the ratification resolution 
of the 
lower House, without amending the 
Senate’s vote defeating its own reso­ 
lution on the same subject. 


Washington, March l l —An author­ 
ized peace time army of 280,000 en­ 
listed men and 17,820 officers was ap­ 
proved 
Wednesday 
by the 
House, 
which, by a vote of 70 to 25, refused 
to amend the army reorganization bill 
so as to fix the maximum strength at 
226,000 men and 14,200 officers. 
The amendment, offered by Repre­ 
sentative Dent, Alabama, a Demo­ 
cratic member of the military com­ 
mittee, also proposed that the tacti­ 
cal organization of the army be speci­ 
fied by congress, instead of being left 
to the discretion of the President. 
House action 
on the 
amendment, 
though not final, was regarded 
by 
supporters of the 
measure as virtu­ 
ally settling 
the future 
authorized 
strength of the army. 
Attack on 
the Dent proposal was 
made by both Republicans and Demo­ 
crats. 
Defeat of the Dent amend­ 
ment did not end the fight of oppo­ 
nents of a "big army.” 
Representa­ 
tive Jones, Democrat, Texas, proposed 
a cut of 76,000 men in the combat 
forces, and Representatives Horraled,* 
Republican, Oklahoma, proposed a re-, 
duction of 100,000. The Jones amend­ 
ment was voted down, 55 to 22, and 
that by Horraled was lost without a 
record vote.

ments to divorce the transportation 
and construction services from the 
quartermaster’s department and set 
them up as separate corps.

was agreed to delay a vote for sev- • 
eral days in the hope that all ele­ 
ments might be more certain of their 
ground. 
The hopes of the compromise advo­ 
cates collapsed and were revived hour­ 
ly as the day’s negotiations proceed­ 
ed in private conferences while debate 
on the floor dragged on without ap­ 
parent interest or effect. 
Last night 
the conferences continued, with some 
senators hopeful and some hopelets of 
the outcome, but with no one confident 
of what might happen. 
Start Trouble 
It was 
the treaty’s 
irreconcilable 
Republican opponents who started the 
trouble by remonstrating 
in a mili­ 
tant way against the decision of some 
of their party leaders to assent to a 
modified draft of the 
Republican re­ 
servations to Article IO. 
So effective 
were their
